If space fs curved, as Einstein 
jrolds, light from such distant 
nebulne brings us even more com- 
pleated problems, for the light we 
soo comlaye to us from the enst may 
be light) from alrendy known 
nebulae In the west which has gone 
completely around a curved —uni- 
yerse to appenr like a mirage in 
the opposite direction, 

What are stars made of? If 
surface temperature — averages 
around 6,000 degrees Fahrenheit, 
what is the temperature of the 
interior? To answer such ques- 
tiona we must descend from our 
ceiling perch in the observatory 
dome and change — observation 
methods. Our feet firmly | on 
ground once more, Wwe wonder how 
we became so unconsclous of height 
with only a thin steel platform be- 
tween our feet and 60 feet of 
apace or wna it 60 megapurseca? 

“The great barrel of the telescope 
hovers above us with fis spidery 
network of iron and stee! beams. 
To find out what stars are made of 
we need to bring another “scope 
Into play, the ‘spectroscope, which: 
brenks up ght into colours, lines 
or bands. Each of the 92 elements 
has lines or bands which, | seen 
through a spectroscope, Immediate- 
ly tell the observer what substance 
it is, Thus, with his scope trained 
on the sun, if an astronomer sees 
the lines of hydrogen In his spectro- 
scope he knows instantly that there 
is hydrogen In the sun. In this 
wny it was recently revealed that 
auch gases as neon and argon, com- 
paratively rare on earth, are plenti- 
ful elsewhere in the cosmos.

No one has yet tooked through a 
200-inch telescope. We are to be 
the first to dake a trip into regions 
of the cosmos millions of light years 
further off in space than the mind 
of any astronomer has yet travelled. 
The problems before us for solu- 
tlon conatitute specialisation in star 
gazing far beyond anything con- 
ceived possible in the days of 
Copernicus and Galileo. i

Firgt let us zoom out beyond the 
aun, our nearest star. Then cross 
oyer to Aipha, the next nearest 
neighbour at about 26,000,000,000,- 
000 (26 trillion) miles, But mea-' 
suring any farther in miles would 
be like measuring the distance 
from New York City to Buenos 
Aires in inches. Therefore overy 
4,000,000,000,000 * (six, trillion) 
miles wo travel we'll call one light 
year. We are now travelling at a 
mental speed far greater than light 
which takes a whole year to go 
6,000,000,000,000 miles, Before us 
we ace the Milky Way, our own 
galactic system, spread out like a 

reat “bluc-berry pancake” with 
stara for blue-berries. It in hard 
to realise that as close together a3 
these stra seem, cach is as distant 
from the other as our gun fs dis- 
tant from .its nearest neighbour, 
Yet we pass them Jike fence posts 
as we streak ‘along through space 
on our “magic carpet.” 


Now, if we would sce all the 
sights in one trip, we must travel 
still faster, change our speedometer 
again from measurements of dis- 
tance in light years to measure- 
ments in megaparsecs, each mega- 
parsec being equal to 1,636,000 light 
years or approximately 10 quin- 
tillion miles, Now-we can pass 
even greater galaxi¢s than our 
“tiny” Milky Way. Dr, Harlow 
Shapley, director of Harvard, Ob- 
servatory, has been our conductor 
in cosmological calculation of dis- 
tance, explaining that astrunomers 
havo’ recently” been forced -to- in 
erense thelr former dimensions of 
distant star clusters by 150 per 
cent. or more.
